Federal Road Help Boosted
Conferees from both the Senate and House 

have agreed to an increase in Federal aid for 
highway construction from $662,600,000 to 
$86«,000,000. This Is a first step in the right 
direction of more Federal money for highways, 
and will be readily approved by most of the 
country's voters.

It has long been claimed that the Federal 
government has been using too much highway- 
produced revenue for purposes other than con­ 
struction and maintenance of a decent system 
of highways. While this revenue totals billions 
of dollars, in the past the Federal Government 
has been able to spend only a little over a 
half a billion dollars on the nation's roads.

Since the end of World War II, in 1948, the 
number of vehicles on the roads has increased 
so rapidly that over-crowding and deteriora­

tion of highways has become a major problem. 
Highway experts have almost unanimously 
agreed that a larger Federal and State expen­ 
diture is absolutely necessary to maintain a 
first-class road system.

House and Senate conferees have accepted 
this advice, to some extent, in increasing the 
annual appropriation for Federal highways to 
almost a billion dollars. Although this is a 
major increase, compared with the expenditure 
appropriated for this purpose last year, many 
say this figure will have to be increased con­ 
siderably. In the next year or two.

The Federal Government will probably have 
to spend as much as two or three billion dol­ 
lars on rdads in coming years, and if It were 
not for heavy defense outlays at present, 
there would be no justification for not spend­ 
ing that amount at the present time.

A Retaliatory Defense
Defense Secretary Charles B. Wilson, whose 

outspoken comments sometimes surprise re­ 
porters, told members of the House Approprl- 

. atlpns committee recently that the United 
States is relatively secure against atomic at­ 
tacks from Russia. Mr. Wilson said the securi­ 
ty stemmed from this country's readiness to 
retaliate with a massive attack of its own.

Wilson like predecessors In the Defense 
Department  is relying mainly on the retali­ 
atory power of the United States Air Force 
to prevent Russian aggression. The fact that 
this country has built and is now^operating 
bases all over the world, in eemi-circla almost 
surrounding Russia, adds to the possibility 
that the Russians will bo reluctant to launch 
the first atomic attack, e.ven if war between 
this country and the Soviet Union broke out.

We have long believed that the greatest 
danger to this country's security lies in get­ 
ting ensnared In a njajor land war, in Asia 
or elsewhere, where Communist masses could 
be used against United States troops fighting 
thousands of miles from home, and where the 
U.S. troops would not be supported by this 
country's superiority in atomic and hydrogen 
weapons.

The manpower of our allies is almost a pre­ 
requisite for sucessfully conducting a conven­ 
tional war against Communist nations and It 
is for this reason that the United States must 
have allies."Our far-flung bases and our atomic 
and hydrogen weapons may prevent surprise 
attacks, but only the cooperation of our allies 
can enable us to successfully conclude another 
war without bleeding the country's manpower 
white.

The Army and Air Force are completing 
Bxerclse Flash Burn one Qf the largest peace 
time maneuvers ever staged In this country -- 
In North Carolina, South Carolina and Vir­ 
ginia. In the maneuvers some of the Army's 
latest drops ever to be staged were featured.

The Air Force, almuatlng combat conditions, 
flew In fighter groups from as far West as 
the State of Washington, and set them up on 
fields which were, only a few weeks .before, 
completely abandoned. —————

The Army used, for the flrat time In man­ 
euvers, Its artillery rocket "Honest John." The 
guided mlsile and atomic _cannon were also 
used, as well as tactical television. The Air 
Force employed Douglas B-124 Globemastcrs, 

. Falrchlld C-119 Flying Boxcars and many 
other large aircraft to bring in field equip­ 
ment.

In setting up one of It* airfields, the Air

Force flew In jeeps and other heavy'equipment 
used by ground crews and completely esta­ 
blished the air base with aerial delivery of 
equipment and supplies.

Following the South Atlantic States man­ 
euvers, another maneuver designed to test 
the effectiveness of the armed services  will 
be staged in Texas. The maneuvers of the arm­ 
ed services this year are highly Important 
in that new techniques and new equipments 
are being tcBleci in field operations for the 
first time. Also hanging over the country's 
head IB the posslbllty of future commitments 
In Indo-China. Therefore the maneuvers take 
on a significant note of Importance.

Although maneuvers cost plenty of money 
and the armed services are often orltlzlccd 
for expenditures thereon, most believe the 
maneuvers of IBM are necessary, and a good 
Investment of the taxpayer's dollar.

What some Southern doctors 
had to say about the harm­ 
ful effects shocked the "tobac­ 
co auctioneers." It took a lot 
of courage for the doctors to 
say it In the South. If it were 
not for their desire to "let the 
youth of America know the 
truth about tobacco, to offset 
the false, claims made, by to­ 
bacco advertising'' they might 
never have tackled this ticklish 
subject In Atlanta. Financially 
they certainly would have been 
better off, If they avoided the 
subject altogether. Everyone in 
the tobacco business In the 
South would have liked them 
better if they had said no­ 
thing. But for the doctors to 
state: '"All tobacco In a"n y 
form, filter or no filter, is not 
good for the body ... it is 
irritating to throat, lungs, 
membranes . . . the very nat­ 
ure of the tobacco plant, chem­ 
ically irritates and dries the 
membr.anes of the respiratory 
tract and interferes with their 
normal functions" . . . well, It 
took a kind of courage that's 
rare, refreshing and self-re­ 
warding.
Cigarettes Influence Cancer 
The American Cancer Socie­ 

ty has again voiced i,ts sus­ 
picion that cigarette smoking 
has "something to do with lung 
cancer." Here Is their official 
statement: "Evidence to date 
justifies the suspicion that 
cigarette smoking does, to a 
degree, Increase the likelihood 
of developing cancer of tho 
lung. Dr. Charles S. Cameron, 
Medical and Scientific Director 
of the ACS said. "This is the 
first time the Society has 
taken a definite stand on the

that there Is something In clg- 
arette smoke, from nil Its 
sources, which can produce cen- 
cer. This Is no longer a theory. 
Our experiments havo proved It 
beyond any doubt." Another 
foremost U. S. surgeon, Dr. Al­ 
ton Ochsner. predicted that "at 
the rate people are smoking 
today, by 1970 one out of every 
ten will develop lung cancer."

The British Medical Journal 
says: "Among 200 lung cancer 
patients 95.5 per cent were 
men and women with long his­ 
tories of heavy cigarette smok­ 
ing."

Prominent doctors are coop­ 
erating with tobacco companies 
In research to Isolate all cau­ 
sative agents in tobacco for the 
purpose of removing them. Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham had this 
to say In a recent medical pa­ 
per: "The cigarette companies 
are spending millions in t h   
newspapers, radio and TV, try­ 
ing to Induce more cigarette 
smoking, particularly among; 
young men and women . . . 
many of whom will become vic­ 
tims of cancer of the lung 
twenty years from now. It is 
certainly the moral obligation 
and common sense on the part 
of the cigarette manufacturers 
to support private research and 
not so-called "research" Inside 
the cigarette manufacturers' la­ 
boratories."

Medical experts are definite 
in their opinion that the can­ 
cer-inducing agencies in a cig­ 
arette are not confined to nico­ 
tine, but to "several" other 
factors as well. Life Insurance 
statistics indicate that "the 
death rate among .smokers Is 
93 per 1000, compared with 6.9 
per 1000 for non-smokers, all 
other things being equal."

Religious Policy
Editor, '
The Torrance Herald:

On March 7, 1954 a small 
and seemingly Insignificant re­ 
lease (AP) appeared. It read: 
"Dr. Trueblood, head of the 
philosophy department of Eval- 
ham College at Richmond, Ind.,' 
Is to become chief of reli­ 
gious' policy for the U. S. In­ 
formation Agency, officials said 
today."

This appointment raises some 
serious questions: Does the cre­ 
ation of the office of "Chief 
of Religious Policy" set aside 
"principles of religious equali­ 
ty, toleration, and liberty, set 
forth In the Constitution, Bill 
of Rights, and the Declaration 
of Independence?" Twelve cler­ 
gymen who called In tlia of­ 
fice of the U. S. Information 
Agency on April 13 from the 
American Council of Christian 
Churches believe It does. They 
presented a petition and a brief 
objecting to its establishment. 
In talking to the clergymen Dr. 
Trublood announced, "I pledge 
that I will be fair in dealing 
with your group."

"Tho very fact that he 1* 
in a position to make such a 
statement," reported Dr. Mcln- 
tiro, "was the reason th,ey 
were opposing the position."

Tho American Council brief'

requested Dr. Trueblood's re­ 
moval from office Immediately, 
not only on their objection to 
such an office, but to Its lack 
of confidence in Dr. Trueblood, 
an avowed pacifist, who has 
shown sympathy to some Marx­ 
ian ideals and has published 
books on the subjoct.

The brief concluded: If the 
U. S. Government It going to 
continue tha business of pro­ 
pagandizing the world, she 
should report to the world the 
freedom and diversity, and the 
Independence -of r e.l I g I ou   
groups and opinions within the 
United States and let it rest at 
that alone! And such doca not 
require the council, advice, or 
philosophy of any religious 
expert. To attempt to blend 
and adjust religious opinions 
can only stir controversies. We 
believe that such a position 
In the office of the U. S. In­ 
formation Agency la inimical 
to the cause of religious free­ 
dom and the best interests of 
tha-U._S.J&,, and. we therefore, 
respectfully submit that It be 
discontinued. Wo do not have 
confidence in Dr. Trueblood for 
any such calling."

We too would like to see 
more personal religion and few- 
or experts.
